So one 
thing balances the other, and want of 
exercise alone is tiot a very potent 
cause of-obesity. Many very fat per- 
sons are, it Is true, sluggish. Dut-tbey 
have become so since putting on their 
flesh, for it makes a great differctfce 
whether otie carries 150 pounds about 
when-one walks or whether it Is acces- 
sary to propel half as much again or 
even double the weight. It is a tre- 
mendous handicap, and tliere is small 
wonder that the lightweights do the- 
most eiercislug. 


Obesity, Indeed. Is usually a diseas'e-
